A RESOLUTION of the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
setting forth the policy of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana in regards to 
the annexation of the Ranchwood Annexation 
Area. 


WHEREAS, the annexation of territory to the City of Fort Wayne, 
is a legislative function; and, 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne is 
called upon in the preparation of the City budget to provide for the 
furnishing of municipal services to the entire City, including newly 
annexed areas; and, 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne has 

before it an Ordinance for the annexation of the Ranchwood Annexation Area, 

more specifically described as follows, to-wit: 

Parts of Section 29, Section 30 and Section 20, all in 
Township 31 North, Range 13 East, Allen County, Indiana, 
more particularly described as follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of the North right-of-way 
line of Trier Road with the West right-of-way line of 
the Hobson Road; thence East along the North right-of-way 
line of Trier Road to its intersection with the West 
right-of-way line of the Reed Road; thence North along! the 
West right-of-way line of the Reed Road to its intersection 
with the North right-of-way line of State Road #37 (Stellhorn 
Road); thence West along the North right-of-way line of 
Stellhorn Road to the North-South Centerline of Section 20, 
Township 31 North, Range 13 East; thence South along said 
North-South Centerline and the North-South Centerline of 
Section 29, to the South right-of-way line of Stellhorn Road; 
thence West along the South right-of-way line of Stellhorn Road 
to its intersection with the West right-of-way line of Hobson 
Road; thence South along the West right-of-way line of the 
Hobson Road to its intersection with the North right-of-way 
line of Trier Road, the place of beginning, containing 
approximately 320 acres, more or less. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That in the case of the Ranchwood Annexation, it is 
the policy of the City of Fort Wayne to follow the provisions of Section 1.1 
of Chapter 2 of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 
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1974, as amended, with regards to the provision of non-capital and capital 
services to the annexation area. 

SECTION 2. That it is the policy of the City of Fort Wayne 
to follow the annexation fiscal plan for said described territory, as 
prepared by the Department of Community Development and Planning, which 
is attached hereto and incorporated herein. 

SECTION 3. That said plan sets forth cost estimates of the 
services to be provided, the methods of financing these services, the plan 
for the organization and extension of these services, delineates the 
non-capital improvement services to be provided within one (1) year of 
annexation, the capital improvement services to be provided within three 
(3) years of annexation, and the plan for hiring employees of other 
governmental entities whose jobs will be eliminated by this annexation. 

SECTION 4. That said plan is hereby approved and adopted by 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana and shall be in full 
force and effect upon the effective date of the Ranchwood Anenxation 
Ordinance.
